Council “shocked and disappointed" 


SCHOOL 
NAME 
FIGHT 


Altona Council will fight the 
Education Department over its 
decision fo name Altona’s third 
proposed high school, Paisley 
High. 

Following a letter from the Minister of 
Education, council last week decided to 
appeal to the Minister of Lands, who has 


jurisdiction of the Place Names Com- 
mittee, 


Council wants to rename the school 
Altona East High School. - 


The proposed school will probably be 
located on 15 acres of the SEC briquette depot 
site, near Blenheim Road, Altona North. The 
site is two miles from Paisley Station. 

In his letter to council, the Minister of 
Education, Mr, Thompson, said it was not 
proposed to change the school’s name as this 
was considered the prerogative of the Paisley 
High School Advisory Council when it was 
established. 

Mr, Thompson was commenting on a three- 
page submission that council had made to the 
Place Names Committee, regarding the school 
name. 

He suggested that council contact the prin- 
cipal of the new school early in the next 
school year. 


"ALTOGETHER WRONG" 


Reporting to council, Town Clerk, Mr. Jim 
Waters said: “This letter comes as a shock no 
doubt. It seems altogether wrong that one 
should allow a new high school with a doubtful 
name to be called Paisley High School.” 

Mr. Waters said the same thing had hap- 
pened 10 years ago when the technical school 
in Millers Rd., Altona North, was called Paisley 
Technical School. ; 

“AN books and documents had to be 
ordered well in advance and they all had the 
name ‘Paisley Technical School’ on them before 
the name ‘Altona North’ came into common 
usage,” Mr. Waters said. 

Cr. Pat Burns opened council’s attack on 
the Education Department’s decision. “I feel 
we should go against this and speak to the 
Minister of Education,” he said. “We would 
express Our views to the Minister and explain 
how we are shocked and disappointed. I want 
to see a letter to the Minister complaining of 
this.” a 

Cr. Charlie Carlsson said: “The Town Clerk’s 
comments are deep and we should be able to 
present a good case. Why should the school 
be called Paisley?” . 

Cr. Doug Grant said the Minister had 
indicated that he was favorable of Brooklyn 
West State School being renamed Altona Gate. 
“He is being inconsistent, isn’t he?” said Cr. 
Grant. : 





After discussion, council agreed to write 
to the Minister of Lands and send a copy of 
the letter to thé Minister of Education.
